"Philosophical .Magazine," Mr. Foord 
refers to Dr. Stone's table of wind 
pressure required to play various 
notes of the scale on various wind 
instruments. The table Indicates that 
as the notes rise higher in the scale 
the air pressure necessary to produce 
them increases w ith most wind inatru- 
menta, altliough not with all. lu tho 
clarinet, for example, the pressure do- 
cri a.ses from the low notes to the 
high ones, varying from li inches of 
water to 8 Inches. .\lr. Foord re- 
peated these experiments ou the clai^ 
inet and saxophone, playing the whole 
range of notes first loudly and then 
softly. For the clarinet it Is found 
that the pressures fall aa the. notes 
rise, agreeing with Doctor Stone's ta- 
ble, although the laveree law holds 
good for the oboe, heaaoen, horn, cor- 
net, trumpet, euphonium and combar- 
don. With the saxophone it is found 
that the pressure corresponding to 
notes at the beginning and end of the 
register are equal, the pressure rising 
to a maximum at the note D abou' 
haU-way through the aoale.
